Ono o£ the most curious and at tho sr.ice j 
time ono of tho most perfect specimens' 
that tho writer has observed is what is 
supposed to bo a petrified stomach.

plainly shows a quantity of petrified EICO?JIS 
and other ingredients which cannot now 
be distinguished. 1C is supposed to bo tho 
stomach of a hog or some other prehistoric 
herbivorous animal. The writer has also 
noticed two other very beautiful speci- 
mens, thu ono being a prehistoric shell, 
known by tho Latin name of Nautilus

\Vben onco the earth is In motion about 


an axis, no matter how tho motion came i 


( about, it would continue forever, and at | 


she same rate, thus making the day always . 
of tho same length unless something is ' 
happening or will happen to interfere with 
that motion. Now, there areseveraleaueea 
iu operation which affect tbo period of the ' 
earth's rotation, some of which tend to , 
make the period less and others to make It , 
tjreater. Fortunately thu influence of each 
i 


of the cau»e» is very small. They are gen- ! 
erally easy to understand, and a simple 
eij-i-rimeut will illustrate one of them. 


Tio a stone to one end of a string, and, 


holding the other in the band, whirl it 
around as nearly as may be in the circum- 
ference of a circle. Wheu its speed is near- 
ly uniform, allow the string to wind up 
on the finger. It will be noticed that as 
tbo string shortens the augu'ar velocity j 
increases.
